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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The amendment filed 10/21/03 has been entered. 

2. The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 10/21/03 has been considered and 
made of record. 

Applicant's remarks with respect to the rejection set forth in the last office action 
have been considered and are persuasive. Accordingly, the rejections have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-20 and 23-25 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to disclose a substrate for a light emitting device comprising an electrically conductive 
transparent film in contact with at least one surface of a low refractive index member 
having a refractive index greater than 1 and not greater than 1 .30, as claimed in claim 1 . 

Prior art fails to disclose a light emitting device comprising a luminous layer in 
contact with at least one surface of a low refractive index member of which refractive 
index is greater than 1 and not greater than 1.30, as claimed in claim 12. 

Prior art fails to disclose a light emitting device comprising a low refractive index 
member of which refractive index is greater than 1 and not greater than 1 .30 located on 
a transparent member, and a luminous layer located on a surface of the low refractive 
index member in the form of the thin film, as claimed in claim 13. 

Prior art fails to disclose a light emitting device comprising a luminous layer 
located on a transparent member, the luminous layer made of a low refractive index 
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member in the form of a thin film which contains particles of a luminescent material 
dispersed therein or which carries such particles, the refractive index is greater than 1 
and not greater than 1 .30, as claimed in claim 17.
